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DEVELOP THE AIRPORT 


The city authorities are pondering the 
question as to whether it is better to build 
a hanger on the airfield or to lease sites 
on which operating companies may build 
their own hangars. The latter course 1s 
probably preferable. Edmonton taxpayers 
are likely to feel that they have plenty of 
demands which fall more directly in line 
with municipal responsibilities than that 
of providing quarters in which to house 
planes belonging to private firms, 

In any case, council should decide upon 
a policy. in this respect without much 
further delay. The summer 18 passing, 
and if mail and other planes are to be 
operated regularly into and out of the city 
next winter there should be proper shelters 
for them.

Holding the esteem 
of both, he preached the gospel of peace 
between them and to them, and made him- 
self answerable to either for the conduct 
of the other. To him is due a large share 
of the credit that the settlement of the 
Canadian west was not accompanied by 
the strife and bloodshed which marked 
the invasion of the western territories by 
adventurers, hunters and settlers from the 
eastern states, It is fitting that church 
and state, and the public of all colors,

The speaker directed the attention 
of his audience to the progress made
